An  ordinance  permitting  Joseph  Laty  to  erect  a  wooden  shed. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained   by  the  Mayor  and  permission  to 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Joseph  Laty  be/eS^a  woJden 
and  he  is  hereby,  permitted  to  bnild  a  wooden  shed  o^Ge'or^e^treef 
on  that  part  of  his  lot  fronting  on  the  south  side 
of  George  street,  FelFs  Point.

An  ordinance  relating  to  the  printing  to  be  dore  for  the  city. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Register  direct- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  hereafter  all  the  annuauj fm-^^^ 
ordinances  and  such  other  acts  of  this  corporation,  [^°Pp^^fJJ'-^g'[," 
or  the  subordinate  branches  thereof,  as  are  necessary  the  corporation, 
to  be  published,  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  be  two  newspapers 
printed  in  not  more  than  two  of  the  newspapers  of^^^^^^^^^y- 
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the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  that  the  Register,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  advertise  annually  for  proposals  for 
doing  the  same,  and  also  for  proposals  for  printing 
the  ordinances  in  pamphlet  form ;  likewise  for  the 
printing  for  the  Council  while  in  session,  and  such 
other  work  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  wanted  for 
the  corporation ;  and  the  Register,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Mayor,  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, in  case  no  satisfactory  contract  can  be  made, 
to  employ  any  person  or  persons  to  do  the  work 
aforesaid  on  the  best  possible  terms.

An  ordinance  to  lay  and  collect  a  direct  tax  for  the  year  1823, 


Ratio  of  the 
Direct  Tax  for 
the  year  1823. 


1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-three  a  direct  tax  of  two 
dollars  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  laid  and  imposed 
upon  every  one  hundred  dollars  value  of  property 
within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  Commissioners 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council  under  the 
nineteenth  section  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  entitled 
"An  act  relating  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,"  passed 
December  session,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen, 
and  in  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  sum,  as 
the  said  property  shall  have  been  valued  in  virtue 
of  an  Act  of  Assembly  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide 
for  a  new  assessment  and  to  appoint  Collectors  of 
the  County  Tax  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of 
Baltimore,"  passed  December  session,  eighteen  him- 
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dred  and  seventeen,  and  the  said  direct  tax  shall  be 
paid  and  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Acts 
of  Assembly  or  Ordinances  of  the  City. 

2.— And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  compe^nsatH>n^^ 
Collector  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  have  and 
receive  a  compensation  of  three  and  one-half  per 
centum  for  collecting  the  tax  aforesaid,  and  a 
compensation  of  three  and  one-half  per  centum 
for  collecting  all  other  taxes  or  assessments  im- 
posed or  authorized  by  any  Act  of  Assembly  or 
Ordinance  of  the  City,  and  payable  within  the  pre- 
sent year,  and  which  it  is  made  the  duty  of  said 
Collector  to  collect,  unless  a  diflPerent  compensation 
is  otherwise  provided  for  any  part  of  such  collections. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the  City  collector  to  give 
Collector  shall  give  bond  with  sureties  to  be  ap-^^°*^- 
proved  by  the  Mayor  and  Presidents  of  both  Branches 
of  the  City  Council,  and  with  condition  in  the  usual 
form  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent herewith,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  repealed.

utensils,  (fee,  to  keep  the  establishments  clean  and 
in  order ;  provided  they  shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars 
a  year  for  each  establishment ;  also  twenty-five  dol- 
lars per  annum,  to  provide  in  like  manner  and  for 
the  labor  of  cleansing  the  Centre  Market  Fountain, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Assistant 
Market  Master,  and  he  is  also  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  apply  to  the  Judges  of  the  City  Court 
to  have  the  keepers  of  the  public  springs  invested 
with  the  office  of  constables,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
security  of  the  property  and  good  government  of 
the  same  demand  or  require  it.

inspect  as  storage,  for  which  sum  it  shall  be  entitled 
to  remain  for  a  period  of  time  not  exceeding  three 
months,  and  if  it  should  remain  for  a  longer  period 
than  three  months,  the  Inspector  shall  be  entitled  to 
charge  the  sum  of  twelve  and  one-half  cents  per 
cask  per  month  for  every  month  it  shall  so  remain.

That  in  case 
the  said  inspector  shall  find  that  all  or  any  or  either 
of  the  said  casks  have  not  contained  the  just  and 
true  quantity  of  flaxseed  according  to  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  said  cask  as  aforesaid,  the  inspector 
shall  besides  the  regular  fees  for  inspection  be  en- 
titled to  and  receive  from  the  cleaner,  owner  or 
shipper  of  such  flaxseed,  for  his  trouble  of  measu- 
ring the  same,  one  dollar  for  every  cask,  and  fifty 
cents  for  every  half-cask  so  measured. 
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3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  in- The  inspector ^^ 
spector  of  flaxseed,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  bu/orTeii  flax- 
shall  not  be  engaged  in  buying  or  selling  any  flax-^®^^- 
seed,  either  on  his  own  account  or  on  account  of  any 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  nor  be  engaged  in 
the  cleaning  of  flaxseed,  or  interested  in  any  way 
in  the  business  thereof,  under  the  penalty  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit, 
one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  city  and  the  other 
half  to  the  informer.

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  opening  and  extending  North 
or  Hillen  street  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  carrying  off  the 
water  over  the  bed  of  said  street. 

Whereas,  the  opening  of  North  or  Hillen  street 
will  be  a  benefit  to  the  public,  and  has  been  author- 
ized by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed 
December  session,  1823  ;  and  whereas,  the  sewer  in 
High  street  at  its  intersection  with  North  or  Hillen 
street,  on  the  east  side  of  Jones'  Falls,  is  insufficient 
for  the  purpose  of  conveying  into  said  Falls  the 
large  quantity  of  water  and  filth  which  passes  down 
North  or  Hillen  street,  and  in  consequence  thereof, 
the  property  at  or  near  the  junction  of  said  streets 
is  frequently  inundated  and  a  nuisance  created ;  and 
whereas,  a  number  of  citizens  of  Baltimore  have 
petitioned  the  Legislature  and  obtained  a  law  for 
opening  and  extending  said  street  to  the  falls,  and 
have  petitioned  the  corporation  to  carry  said  law 
into  efiect,  by  which  means  the  water  will  be  con- 
veyed over  the  bed  of  the  street  proposed  to  be 
opened  and  extended,  and  the  same  appearing 
reasonable  and  proper ;  therefore,

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  at  Decem- 
ber session,  1823,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  opening 
and  extending  of  North  or  Hillen  street  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  accepted 
and  approved.

the  City  of  Baltimore,"  shall  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  the  Collector  of  the  City  or  his  order,  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  and  assisting  in  the  execution  of 
this  Act  of  Assembly,  for  opening  and  extending 
North  or  Hillen  street  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
carrying  off  the  water  over  the  bed  of  said  street ; 
provided  however,  that  the  aforesaid  sum,  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  not  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
until  the  individuals  assessed  with  the  damages,  ex- 
clusive of  the  sum  hereinbefore  appropriated  for 
opening  and  extending  North  or  Hillen  street  afore- 
said, shall  have  paid  the  same  to  the  City  Collector, 
and  the  said  Collector  shall  have  reported  to  the 
Mayor  that  he  is  ready  to  pay  over  the  said  damages 
to  the  persons  respectively  entitled  to  receive  the 
same;  and  provided,  that  the  aforesaid  sum  be  con- 
sidered and  accepted  by  the  parties  interested  in  the 
present  improvement  as  the  city's  full  proportion 
of  the  whole  expense  in  affecting  the  same  or  which 
may  be  consequent  thereupon ;  and  provided  also, 
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that  the  requisite  number  of  persons  holding  prop- 
erty on  that  section  of  said  street  so  to  be  extended, 
shall  before  the  sewer  is  opened  and  extended  as 
herein  provided  for,  enter  into  an  engagement  to 
pave  the  same,  or  shall  petition  the  City  Commis- 
sioners to  have  the  same  paved  forthwith. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
several  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  ordinance  incon- 
sistent with  this  ordinance  or  any  of  its  provisions, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

A  further  supplement  to  the  ordinance  entitled  "  An  ordinance 
to  preserve  the  navigation  of  the  Harbor  of  Baltimore,  and  to 
provide  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  Port 
Wardens  by  Act  of  Assembly." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  Harbor  Masters  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  pursuance  of  an 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed 
at  their  last  session,  entitled  "A  Supplement  to  the 
Act  entitled,  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  opening  and 
extension  of  Pratt  street  in  the  City  of  Baltimore," 
to  put  all  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation  relative 
to  the  public  wharves  in  the  city  in  full  force,  on 
that  part  of  Bratt  street  wharf  heretofore  reserved 
as  a  free  wharf  for  Maryland  vessels,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  the  said  ordinances  are  now  enforced 
on  all  public  wharves  and  vessels  coming  thereto 
within  the  city;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  exact  wharfage  from  any 
vessel  or  vessels  belonging  to  citizens  of  Maryland 
regularly  engaged  in  the  bay  trade  thereof,  and  pro- 
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vided  also,  that  no  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  permitted 
to  remain  at  said  wharf  more  than  six  days  at  any 
one  time,  or  for  the  disposal  of  any  one  cargo. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  no  ves- 
sel shall  ever  be  permitted  to  remain  there  for  the 
purpose  of  retailing  wares  or  merchandise  whatso- 
ever, purchased  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  ves- 
sel shall  hereafter  be  permitted  to  remain  at  any  of 
the  public  wharves,  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  other  than  the  products 
or  manufacture  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  more  than 
three  whole  days,  and  the  Harbor  Masters  are  par- 
ticularly directed  when  the  public  interest  shall  re- 
quire it,  to  enforce  the  tenth  section  of  the  ordinance 
to  which  this  is  a  further  supplement,  approved  8th 
April,  1807.

the  peace,  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  shall  vote  twice  at  one  election,  he  shall  for- 
feit twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  small 
debts  of  this  amount  are  recovered.

Whereas,  the  early  friend  of  American  liberty 
and  zealous  and  incorruptible  supporter  of  the  rights 
of  man  in  Europe,  the  disciple  of  Washington  and 
last  surviving  general  officer  of  the  revolution,  the 
illustrious  LaFayette,  is  about  to  revisit  our  shores 
and  witness  for  himself  the  blessed  effects  that  have 
followed  the  establishment  of  a  sovereign  independ- 
ent government,  based  on  the  eternal  principle  that 
all  men  are  created  free  and  equal,  and  endowed  by 
their  Creator  with  certain  natural  and  inalienable 
rights,  among  which  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness,  in  the  management  of  their  own  af- 
fairs, in  their  own  way  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  the  un- 
doubted desire  of  all  the  good  people  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  that  General  LaFayette  should  be  re-

Erection  of  a  bridge  at  the  north  of  the  Three  Pronged  Branch. 

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, That  the  City  Commissioners  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  erect  a  cause- 
way twenty  feet  wide  at  the  mouth  of  the  Three 
Pronged  Branch,  with  an  opening  or  outlet  in  the 
same  not  less  than  twenty  feet  wide,  to  pass  oflf 
freshets,  said  opening  or  outlet  to  be  covered  with  a 
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substantial  platform,  and  to  be  so  constructed  as  to 
prevent  sediment  from  washing  through  the  same  :

of  Ridgely  and  Ostend  streets,  as  laid  down  by  the 
new  city  plot,  and  crossing  the  cove  within  the  lines 
of  said  Kidgely  street.

and   clerks  shall   charge  and  receive  therefor,  the  Fee.

shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  city.

Dually  appointed,  a  Collector  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, who,  before   he  enters  npon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  give  bond  to  the  corporation,  with  sure- Bond,  how  ap- 
ties  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Presidents ^'^^^^  ^"    *'^" 
of  the  two  Branches  of  the  Council,  or  any  two  of 
them,  the  Mayor  being  one,  in   the  penal  sum   of 
twenty-five  thousand   dollars,  conditioned    for  the

An  ordinance  to  regulate  party  walls  and  partition  fences. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  where  party  walls 
or  partition  fences  have  been,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
erected  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner  by  any 
person  or  persons  within  the  city,  any  person  or 
persons  who  shall  make  use  of  or  derive  advantage 
from  such  party  wall  or  partition  fence  shall  pay 
the  original  proprietor  or  proprietors  one  half  part 
of  the  value  of  such  party  wall  or  partition  fence  at 
the  time  he,  she  or  they  shall  make  use  thereof  or 
derive  advantage  therefrom  ;  provided,  that  no  per- 
son shall  have  power  under  this  ordinance  to  de- 
mand more  than  one  half  the  expense  of  a  nine-inch 
brick  wall  for  any  building  not  exceeding  two  stories 
high,  nor  more  than  one  half  the  expense  of  any 
fourteen-inch  brick  wall  for  any  other  building  what- 
ever ;  and  provided,  also,  that  the  cost  of  any  fence 
shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  for  every  ten  feet 
running  measure.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  three  persons  shall 
be  annually  appointed  Port  Wardens,  who  shall  be 
the  same  as  may  be  appointed  City  Commissioners, 
and  two  persons  shall  be  annually  appointed  Har- 
appointed.  ^^^  Mastcrs,  ouc  of  whom  shall  exclusively  execute 
the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office,  on  the  west

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side  of  Jones'  Falls  and  in  a  direct  line  therewith, 
except  upon  the  City  Block,  and  the  other  shall  in 
like  manner  execute  on  the  east  side  of  the  said 
line  and  on  the  City  Block  all  the  duties  appertain- 
ing to  said  office. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted   and  ordained.  That  the  Duty  of  Port 
Fort  Wardens  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  superintend  and  carry  into  effect  this  or  any  other 
ordinance  of  the  corporation  for  the  improvement 
and  preservation  of  the  navigation.

more Town,  to  extend  and  improve  the  same."  And 
no  person  shall  extend,  erect  or  fill  in  a  wharf  in 
any  part  of  the  port  or  harbor  of  Baltimore  beyond 
the  permission  heretofore  granted,  unless  such  per- 
son shall  apply  to,  and  obtain  a  resohition  or  ordi- 
nance of  the  corporation  authorizing  him  or  her  so 
to  do.

That  the  Line  estabiish- 
line  of  extension  located  by  the  Board  of  Wardens  ^*^' 
on  the  south  side  of  the  harbor,  or  northwest  branch 
of  Patapsco  river  in  may,  1815,  a  plat  of  which 
was  returned  by  them  in  September,  1815,  and 
which  is  deposited  in  their  office  with  the  said  line 
thereon  delineated,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  de- 
clared to  be  the  line  or  limit  beyond  which  no  wharf

the  northern  termination  of  the  above  mentioned 
line  at  Harbaugh's  wharf  on  the  north  side  of 
Montgomery  street  to  Johnson  street,  unless  such 
extension  or  wharf  be  made  or  constructed  in  con- 
formity to  the  yellow  line  shaded  blue  as  delineated 
and  shown  on  a  plat  or  chart  of  a  survey  made  un- 
der the  direction  and  superintendence  of  the  Board 
of  Wardens  aforesaid,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1816, 
and  deposited  in  their  ofiice.

not  exceed  the  following  limits,  viz :  From  the 
northeast  corner  of  Price's  wharf,  running  northerly 
by  and  with  the  dotted  line  to  the  letter  A,  at  a 
point  four  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet  easterly  from 
Wolf  street,  and  sixty  feet  south  of  Alisanna  street, 
as  designated  and  laid  down  on  a  plat  of  a  survey

That  all 
vessels  lying  at  any  of  the  public  wharves  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  shall  pay  according  to  the  follow- 
ing rates,  viz  :  those  occupying  the  first  tier,  if  under 
sixty  tons  burthen,  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  cent 
per  ton  ;  if  above  sixty  tons  and  not  exceeding  one

part  of  Pratt  street  wharf,  heretofore  reserved  as  a 
free  wharf  for  Maryland  vessels,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  the  said  ordinances  are  now  enforced  on 
all  public  wharves,  and  vessels  coming  thereto, 
within  the  city,  provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained, shall  be  construed  to  exact  wharfage  from 
any  vessel  or  vessels  belonging  to  citizens  of  Mary- 
land, regularly  engaged  in  the  bay  trade  thereof, 
and  provided  also  that  no  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  at  said  wharf  more  than  six  days 
at  any  one  time,  or  for  the  disposal  of  any  one 
cargo. 

20. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no Retaiung goods, 
vessel  shall  ever  be  permitted  to  remain  there  for  *^-  PJ'O^^^"*^- 
the  purpose  of  retailing  any  wares  or  merchandise 
whatsoever,  purchased  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
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Penalty  for  nil-  21. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  here- 
ing^up  naviga-  ^^^^^  ^^  persou  shall,  witliout  permission  of  the 
wardens  of  the  port,  throw  or  deposit  dirt,  mnd, 
gravel,  stones  or  other  materials  in  or  on  the  shores 
or  banks  of  the  basin,  Jones'  Falls,  Gwynn's  Falls, 
Patapsco  river  or  of  any  other  streams  of  water 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  or  four  miles  thereof, 
under  a  penalty  for  each  offence  of  fifty  dollars. 

Mayor's  duty.  22. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  requested  to  require  of 
the  officers  of  the  city,  to  enforce  the  strict  execu- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  and  especially  to  restrain  and 
prevent  the  workers  of  the  stone  quarries  from  throw- 
ing or  depositing  dirt  or  other  materials  in  or  upon 
the  banks  of  Jones'  Falls.

more, which  notice  shall  contain  all  the  principal 
regulations  of  the  Port  of  Baltimore,  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  see  the  same  complied  with,  and  the 
Mayor  is  hereby  requested  to  furnish  the  harbor 
master  with  such  notices  immediately  after  the  pub- 
lication of  this  ordinance.

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sunken  vessel  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  remove  the

To  report  en-  39. — And  bc  it  cuactcd  and  ordained.  That  if  on 
croachments.  examination  the  Wardens  should  discover  that  en- 
croachments have  been  made  on  the  harbor  by  any 
person  having  heretofore  obtained  permission  to 
make,  build  or  extend  a  wharf,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  wardens  to  institute  suit  against  such  person, 
or  to  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor,  to  be  by  him 
laid  before  the  City  Council. 

To  assist  Board  40. — And  bc  it  cuactcd  and  ordained.  That  it  shall 
mu^'machTne^s.  bc  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  of  the  Port  to  aid  and 
assist  with  the  mud  machines  in  cleaning  such  docks 
as  the  Board  of  Health  may  be  of  opinion  require 
the  use  of  said  machine,  the  terms  when  the  said 
mud  machines  are  employed  in  private  docks  to  be 
such  as  the  wardens  may,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Mayor,  think  right  and  proper.

to  owners.  gbould  any  be  found,  or  hereafter  become  decayed 
or  defective,  or  from  any  other  cause  likely  to  be  in- 
jurious to  the  navigation  or  to  health,  the  wardens 
aforesaid  shall  require  the  same  to  be  rebuilt  or  re- 
paired within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  prescribed  by 
them  in  a  written  notice,  to  be  served  on  the  owner 
or  occupier  of  such  wharf,  and  they  shall  also  re- 
quire the  owners  or  occupiers  of  lots  binding  on  or 
running  to  the  harbor,  to  cause  the  same  to  be

shall  forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  for  every  day  they 
shall  so  neglect,  and  if  the  owner  is  a  minor  or  can- 
not be  found,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  wardens  to 
have  the  wharf  or  lot  secured  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner,  to  be  recovered  in  due  course  of  law.

46. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  when-  wharTcstobe 
ever  any  of  the  present  wharves,  (except  wharves  stone!^^  ^**^ 
lying  in  that  part  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  called 
Fell's  Point,)  at  which  there  is  at  common  tides, 
upwards  of  ten  feet  water,  shall  require  a  thorough 
repair,  or  to  an  extent  below  what  is  usually  con- 
sidered high  water  mark,  it  is  hereby  required  to  be 
done  of  stone,  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Port  Wardens,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof;  and  any  person  or  persons  neglect- 
ing to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  reported  by  the  said  Port  Wardens  to  the 
Mayor,  who,  in  such  case,  is  hereby  required  to  pro- 
ceed forthwith,  through  the  aid  of  the  Counsel  of 
the  City,  to  obtain  an  injunction,  and  said  person  or 
persons  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  moreover  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  two  hundred  dollars. 

47. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  Harbor  Masters 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbor  Masters  to  report Boa^5^Jf  Health 
to  the  Board  of  Health  the  situation  of  all  bay  or 
coasting  vessels  that  may  be  in  a  state  of  nuisance, 
as  soon  as  the  same  may  come  to  their  knowledge, 
and  observe  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Health 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  said  vessels. 

48. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  Appropriation 
fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  this  ordinance*''^^"®^" 
shall  be  appropriated,  one  half  to  the  informer,  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  city. 

49. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the  city  dock. 
City  Dock  shall  always  be  kept  of  sufficient  depth 
to  admit  vessels  not  exceeding  eight  feet  draft  of 
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water,  and  the  draw  bridge  to  give  ingress  to  and 
from  said  dock,  shall  forever  be  kept  in  constant  re- 
pair at  the  expense  of  the  corporation,  and  a  man 
regularly  appointed  to  attend  the  same,  to  give  a 
free  passage  without  hindrance,  delay  or  molesta- 
tion, to  all  vessels  intending  to  enter  or  leave  the 
said  dock.

An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  public  wharves  within  the  City  of 
Baltimore. 

Penalties  for  1. — Be  it  euactcd  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
H^wh^rvL^"^' City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  goods,  wares, 
with  goods,  &c.  merchandise  or  any  other  articles,  except  as  is  here- 
inafter excepted,  which  may  be  landed  from  any 
ship  or  other  vessel,  boat  or  scow,  on  any  of  the 
public  wharves  in  this  city,  or  which  may  be  carried 
to  any  of  the  said  wharves,  shall  remain  thereon  for 
the  space  of  twenty-four  hours,  exclusive  of  Sunday, 
under  the  following  penalties,  to  wit:  For  every 
hogshead  or  pipe,  ten  cents;  for  every  tierce  or  half 
pipe,  six  cents ;  for  every  barrel  or  quarter  cask, 
two  cents;  for  every  box,  one  cent;  for  every  bale 
of  cotton,  six  cents;  for  every  bag  of  coffee,  two 
cents;  for  every  chest  of  tea,  six  cents;  for  every 
keg  of  butter,  one  cent;  for  every  ton  of  cordage 
or  yarn,  twenty  cents ;  for  every  ton  of  hemp,  forty 
cents ;  for  every  ton  of  iron  or  other  metal,  twenty 
cents;  for  every  crate  of  ware,  ten  cents;  for  every 
package  of  glass  or  earthenware,  of  less  size  than  a 
crate,  six  cents;  for  every  bale,  trunk  or  package  of 
dry  goods,  four  cents;  for  every  bundle  of  leather 
or  dry  fish,  two  cents;  for  every  hundred  dry  hides, 
sixty  cents;  for  every  ton  of  dyewood,  mahogany 
or  lignumvitge,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every 
hundred  bushels  of  coal,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  every 
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ton  of  gjpsum,  plaster,  stone  or  ballast,  twelve  and 
a  half  cents;  for  every  thousand  bricks,  twenty 
cents;  for  every  cord  of  wood,  twelve  and  a  half 
cents ;  for  every  thousand  of  staves,  headings  or 
shingles,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  hundred  posts 
or  rails,  fifty  cents ;  for  every  hundred  cedar  bolts, 
twenty-five  cents ;  for  every  thousand  hoop  poles, 
twenty-five  cents;  for  every  thousand  laths,  four 
cents ;  for  every  thousand  garden  poles,  twelve  and 
a  half  cents ;  aild  for  every  other  article  not  herein- 
before enumerated,  in  proportion  to  the  bulk  there- 
of, which  said  penalties  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner 
or  consignee;  and  also  the  like  penalties  for  every 
twenty -four  hours  they  shall  so  remain  thereafter ; 
and  no  person  shall  permit  any  plank,  scantling  or  ^ 

timber  to  remain  on  any  public  wharf  for  more  than 
four  days,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  cents  for  every 
thousand  feet,  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  twenty- 
four  hours  afterwards;  and  all  penalties  imposed 
by  this  section  on  any  article,  by  weight,  measure 
or  number,  shall  apply  to  any  weight  or  quantity, 
greater  or  less  than  that  specified  according  to  the 
prescribed  rate.

Fines  apprcpri-  22.— And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all 
fines  herein  imposed  shall  be  one  half  to  the  in- 
former and  the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  city.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  weighers  ap- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  one  weigher  of  hay  ^°'"^^  ' 
and  straw  shall   be  annually  appointed  for  each  of 
the  hay  scales  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  hay  Hay  and  straw 
or  straw  brought  to  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  sale,  ^^nd^how^'"^^*^' 
either  by  land  or  water,  except  hay  in  bundles,  shall 
be  weighed  at  the  city  hay  scales,  and  at  no  other 
place,  and  by  the  weigher  as  aforesaid  appointed,  at

aforesaid,  the  proceeds  of  which,  as  also  all  monies 
received  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  paid  over  monthly  to  the  Register  for  the  use  of 
the  city.

That  all  Fines  appropru 
and  every  fine  or  fines  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  ^^^'^^ 
shall  be  recovered  with  costs,  and  the  same  when 
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recovered  shall  l)e  appropriated  as  follows,  viz  :  One 
half  to  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to  the  use 
of  the  city,  except  when  the  weigher  is  the  informer, 
in  which  case  the  whole  of  such  fine  or  fines  so  re- 
covered, shall  go  to  the  use  of  the  city.  And  it 
Wei^hei'sduty.  shall  bc  a  special  duty  of  the  said  weigher  to  have 
posted  in  his  ofiice,  printed  with  large  type,  the  or- 
dinances regulating  the  weighing  of  hay  and  straw, 
and  to  compel  an  observance  of  their  several  pro 
visions.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Flaxseed  to  he 
City  Council  of   Baltimore,  That  all  flaxseed   ex-^"^^®^^"'" 
ported  from  the  City  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  view  and  examination  of  an  inspector  to 
be  annually  appointed.

best  judgment  is  merchantable  and  fit  for  exporta-

Inspector  of  beef  1. — Bc  it  cnactcd  and  ordained  bv  the  Mavor  and 
and  pork.  ^^^^  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall'  be  an- 
nually appointed  an  Inspector  of  Beef  and  Pork, 
well  skilled  in  the  quality  and  curing  thereof,  who 
Depuues.  shall  have  power  to  appoint  as  many  deputies,  and 
for  such  time  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  fix  their 
compensation,  for  whose  conduct  he  shall  in  all  cases 
be  responsible. 

Duties  2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 

be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector  or  his  deputies  to 
inspect  each  and  every  barrel  and  half  barrel  of 
beef  and  pork,  whether  packed  in  or  brought  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore  for  sale,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 

Compensation,  charge  and  receive  as  a  compensation  for  inspection, 
the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  each  and  every  whole  and 
half  barrel  of  beef  and  pork  packed  in  the  city,  and 
for  every  cask  from  other  quarters,  and  a  further 
sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  every  cask  he  shall 
empty  and  weigh. 

Quality  of  bar-  3. — And  be  it  euacted  and  ordained,  That  all  bar- 
rels  for  packing  beef  or  pork  in  this  city,  shall  be 
made  of  good  seasoned  white  oak  timber,  the  length 
of  the  stave  twenty-eight  inches ;  diameter  of  the 
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liead,  seventeen  and  a  half  inches ;  diameter  of  the 
bilge  twentj-one  and  a  half  inches  from  ont  to  out, 
sufficiently  tight  to  hold  pickle,  and  full  hooped,  ex-

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Qualities  of 
first  quality  of  pork  shall  be  denominated  Mess^^'"''' 
Pork,  and  shall  consist  entirely  of  the  middlings  of 
good  heavy  fat  hogs ;  the  second  quality  shall  be 
designated  Prime  Pork,  and  shall  be  packed  from 
good  heavy  fat  hogs,  both  heads  of  the  casks  to  be 
filled  with  middling  pieces  not  less  than  four  inches 
wide,  and  not  more  than  four  shoulders,  three  jowls 
and  three  tail  pieces  to  be  allowed  to  a  barrel ;  the 
third  quality,  to  be  designated  Cargo  Pork  No.  1, 
shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four  jowls,  or  two 
heads,  (with  the  ears  and  noses  cut  ofi",  brains  taken

and  any  person  so  offering  for  sale  or  inspection,  any 
])ackage  in  which  shall  be  packed  butter  or  lard  of 
a  quality  inferior  to  that  at  the  surface  of  the  pack- 
age, or  in  which  shall  be  introduced  any  substance 
other  than  butter  or  lard,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  for  such  package. 

Tare  to  be  mar-  8. — And  bc  it  cnactcd  aud  ordained,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  every  packer  or  vender  of  butter  or 
hogs  lard  to  have  the  correct  tare  marked  in  plain 
and  legible  letters  on  all  canisters,  casks,  kegs  or 
firkins,  before  the  same  shall  be  submitted  for  in- 
spection, under  the  penalty  of  fifty  cents  for  every 
cask,  canister,  keg  or  firkin  not  tared  as  aforesaid. 

nspectnr  to  ex- And  whcncvcr  the  Inspector  shall  be  of  opinion 
that  such  tare  is  incorrect,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  start 
or  strip  such  canister,  cask,  keg  or  firkin,  and  ex- 
amine, and  if  necessary  to  correct  such  tare,  making 
an  allowance  of  one  pound  for  absorption  in  casks 
that  have  been  soaked,  and  if  upon  such  examina- 
tion it  shall  appear  that  such  incorrect  tare  was  so

An  ordinance  for  the  inspection  of  flour. 

Flour  inspectors  1. — Be  it  cnactcd  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
to  be  appointed.  Q^^^  Couucil  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  an- 
nually appointed  three  persons  of  integrity  and  ex- 
perience, and  well  skilled  in  the  quality  of  bolted 
flour,  to  be  inspectors  of  all  flour  brought  to  the 
city  for  sale,  who  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  ofiice,  respectively  enter  into  a  bond 
to  the  corporation  with  such  security  as  the  Mayor 
shall  approve,  and  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  condition  that  they  will  respec- 
tively execute  the  trust  reposed  in  them  with  fidelity 
and  impartiality. 

Districts.  2. — And  be  it  enacted   and  ordained.  That  the 

city  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts,  as  equal  as 
may  be ;  the  first  district  shall  comprise  all  that 
part  of  the  city  from  the  west  side  of  Cove  street 
to  the  west  side  of  Charles  street ;  the  second,  from 
the  west  side  of  Charles  street  to  the  east  side  of 
North  street,  and  South  street  to  the  intersection  of 
Water  street,  thence  with  Water  street  to  Com- 
merce street,  and  including  both  sides  of  Commerce 
street  to  the  Basin  ;  and  the  third,  all  the  remaining 
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part  of  the  city.  And  the  said  inspectorB  shall  at-  Rotation. 
tend  in  weekly  rotation  in  each  of*  the  above  de- 
scribed districts,  and  inspect  the  ilonr  which  may  be 
presented  to  him,  and  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each 
and  every  year,  make  an  equal  and  fair  division  of 
all  money  received  for  inspection,  in  order  that  their 
respective  emoluments  shall  be  the  same;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  inspectors  to  aid  and 
assist  each  other  whenever  required  so  to  do;  and 
in  the  event  of  sickness  or  unavoidable  absence  of 
one  or  more  of  the  inspectors,  the  Mayor  may,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  a  deputy  during  Deputies, 
said  disability,  provided  the  same  shall  be  necessary; 
and  the  said  deputy  shall  be  governed  by  the  same 
rules  as  the  inspectors. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  Penalty  for 
bolted  wheat  Hour,  and  every  cask  thereof  brought 
to  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  sale  or  exportation, 
shall  by  the  manufacturers  thereof  be  made  mer- 
chantable, and  of  due  fineness,  without  any  false 
packing  or  mixture  of  coarser,  sour,  oily,  stale  or 
other  flour  or  meal,  and  the  manufacturer  or  man- 
ufacturers, and  the  person  or  persons  offering  the 
same  for  sale  or  inspection,  shall  each  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
barrel  falsely  packed  or  mixed  with  coarser,  sour, 
oily,  stale  or  other  flour  or  meal. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  all  How  to  he  ir- 
flour  brought  to  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  sale  or ^^*^^^^'^; 
exportation  shall  be  submitted  to  the  view  and  ex- 
amination of  the  inspectors  as  aforesaid,  and  shall 
be  examined  and  inspected  in  the  open  air;  and  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  inspectors  to  exam- 
ine and  inspect  flour  in  any  warehouse  or  other 
building  whatever,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar 
for  each  and  every  barrel  so  inspected. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted   and  ordained.  That  all  h„w  casks  aro 
casks  containing  flour  brought  to  the  City  of  Balti-^"^^"'*'^*'- 
more  for  sale  or  exportation  shall  be  well  made  of 
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<^ood,  seasoned  materials,  and  tightened  with  ten 
hoops  sufficiently  nailed  with  tour  nails  in  each 
chine  hoop  and  three  nails  in  each  upper  bilge  hoop, 
and  of  the  following  dimensions,  viz:  the  staves  of 
all  whole  barrels  twenty-seven  inches  long,  and  the 
diametej'  of  the  head  seventeen  inches ;  the  staves 
of  all  half  barrels  twenty  two  inches  in  length,  and 
the  diameter  of  the  head  to  be  thirteen  inches  ;  and 
all  casks  truly  tared  on  the  same  head  with  the 
mill  brands  shall  be  deemed  a  merchantable  cask, 
and  every  miller  and  bolter  of  flour  shall  provide 
isiiUei's  brand,  and  liavc  a  distinguished  brand  mark  of  strong  im- 
pression, and  such  as  cannot  easily  be  erased,  with 
which  he  shall  brand  each  and  every  cask  of  flour 
before  the  same  shall  be  removed  from  the  place 
where  the  same  was  manufactured,  with  the  name 
of  the  mill  at  full  length,  or  the  initials  of  the  pro- 
prietor's or  sender's  Christian  name,  with  the  sur- 
name at  full  length  ;  and  every  miller  or  bolter 
shall  also  brand  every  cask  of  flour  according  to  the 
respective  dimensions  above  specified  ;  and  the  said 
inspectors  are  hereby  directed  not  to  brand  any 
cask  of  flour  which  is  not  prepared  agreeably  to  the 
directions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  inspectors  shall 
cause  all  casks  which  are  unmerchantable,  but  are 
susceptible  of  being  so  repaired  as  to  be  made  mer- 
casks  to  be  re-chantable,  to  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the 
^"'"^  ■  owner  or  owners,  and  shall  not  condemn  the  same 

if  put  in  proper  order.

said  miller  or  bolter  shall  put  into  all  barrels  such

8. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  every  how  flour  is  to 
cask  of  flour  submitted  to  the  examination  of  the  ^^^"'P'^'''^'^- 
Inspector  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  searched  and  tried  by 
boring  the  head  and  piercing  it  through  with  an  in- 
strument not  exceeding  five-eighths  of  an  inch  in 
diameter  within,  to  be  provided  by  said  Inspector 
for  that  purpose,  who  shall  afterwards  plug  up  tl\e 
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hole  with  a  round  plug  made  of  any  kind  of  soft 
wood,  so  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  water  therein  ; 
and  if  the  said  Inspector  shall  judge  the  same  to  be 
merchantable,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  he  shall  brand  every  such  cask  of  flour 
on  the  quarter,  with  the  word  "  Baltimore,"  with  a 
brand  mark  to  be  by  him  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  also  brand  the  degrees  of  fineness,  which 
he  shall,  on  inspection  determine  the  said  fiour  to  be, 
in  letters  of  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  length,  which 
degrees  shall  be  distinguished  as  follows,  to  wit: —

such  cask,  to  be  paid  by  the  exporter  thereof. 

'RrAuds.  9. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  each  of 

the  Inspectors  of  Floui-  shall  brand  each  and  every 
l)arrel  and  half  barrel  by  him  inspected,  with  the 
initial  letters  of  his  name,  immediately  under  the 
brand  which  distinguishes  the  quality  of  the  flour. 

Penalty  for  ex-      10. — And  bc  it  euactcd  and  ordained.  That  it  shall 

chamifbie"iIIur'not  bc  lawful  to  cxport  from  the  City  of  Baltimore, 

any  sour,  musty  or  unmerchantable  flour,  under  a 
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peualty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  barrel  la- 
den or  attempted  to  be  laden  on  board  any  boat, 
scow,  ship  or  other  vessel,  with  a  view  to  be  exported, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspectors,  whenever 
they  from  information  or  from  other  circumstances, 
have  reason  to  suppose  that  any  parcel  of  sour,  mns 
ty  or  unmerchantable  flour,  is  laden  or  intended  to 
be  laden  on  board  any  scow,  boat,  ship  or  other  ves- 
sel for  exportation,  to  examine  the  same,  although 
it  had  been  previously  thereto  inspected  and  branded; 
and  if  on  examination  it  should  prove  to  be  sour, 
musty  or  unmerchantable  as  aforesaid,  to  prosecute 
the  owner  or  agent  thereof  according  to  law. 

11. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there  commissioners 
shall  be  six  persons  appointed  annually,  as  other appo^iS/'^  ^^ 
city  officers  are,  who  shall  be  called  the  "  Commis- 
sioners of  Review ;  ''  two  of  whom  shall  be  millers 
or  persons  concerned  in  the  manufacture  of  flour, 
two  of  them  bakers  or  persons  concerned  in  the 
baking  business,  two  of  them  shipping  merchants, 
and  not  concerned  in  either  the  milling:  or  bakin<r 
business.  And  any  person  who  may  think  himself 
aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  either  of  the  flour 
inspectors,  may  appeal  to  the  Mayor  and  name  to 
him  one  of  the  aforesaid  Commissioners  or  one  of 
the  Inspectors  of  Flour  not  concerned  in  the  case 
to  be  reviewed.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the

Penalty  for  13. — And  bc  it  euactcd  and  ordained,  That  if  any 

person  or  persons  shall  alter,  erase  or  deface  the 
mark  or  brand  made  on  any  barrel  or  half  barrel  of 
flour  by  any  Inspector,  or  shall  mark  or  brand  any 
barrel  or  half  barrel  of  flour  which  hath  not  been

be  annually  appointed  gangers  and  inspectors  of 
casks  containing  liquid  merchandise  within  the  city, 
which  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts,  to  wit : 
For  the  first  district,  all  that  part  east  of  Jones'  Districts. 
Falls  and  north  of  Baltimore  street  and  east  of 
North  street;  and  the  second  district  to  comprise 
all  west  of  the  first  district  to  Charles  street ;  and 
all  west  of  Charles  street  for  the  third  district ;  and 
the  said  gangers  shall  change  alternately  on  the 
Monday  of  each  week.  And  it  shall  be  lawfnl  for

of; and  if  any  such  cask  or  casks  shall  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Inspector  be  unfit  for  shipping,  they 
shall  be  put  in  merchantable  order,  which  shall  be 
done  or  made  at  the  expense  of  the  vender;  and 
the  Inspector  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  charge  fifty  cents  for  each  and  eviivy  cask  which 
he  shall  inspect  as  storage,  for  which  sum  it  shall 
be  entitled  to  remain  for  a  period  of  time  not  ex- 
ceeding three  months,  and  if  it  should  remain  for  a 
longer  period  than  three  months,  the  Inspector  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  twelve  and  a  half 
cents  per  cask,  per  month,  for  every  month  it  shall 
so  remain. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  when- 
ever the  Inspector  shall,  on  examiation  of  any  pot 
or  pearl  ashes  submitted  to  him  for  inspection,  dis- 
cover any  fraud  either  by  mixture  of  stone,  lime, 
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salt,  or  any  other  improper  substance  whatever,  he 

shall   mark  the  cask  containing   such  adulterated 

ashes  with  the  broad  arrow  ;  and  if  any  person  shall  Penalty  for  ex- 

ofFer  or  expose  for  sale  any  ashes  so  condemned  as  saie"^  ^^^ 

aforesaid,  for  any  other  than  condemned  ashes,  shall 

forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  every 

cask  so  exposed  for  sale. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  Penalty  for  seii- 
person  or  persons  shall  sell,  use  or  dispose  of  in  any  |nfpe*tion!^^°"* 
manner  whatsoever,  any  pot  or  pearl  ashes  not  in- 
spected and  branded  as  aforesaid,  such  person  or 
persons  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and 
pay  the^>um  of  ^ve  dollars  for  every  one  hundred 
and  twelve  pounds  weight. 

6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  if  any  Penalty  for 
person  shall  counterfeit  any  of  the  brand  marks 
aforesaid  of  the  said  inspector,  or  impress  or  brand  the 
same  on  any  cask  of  pot  or  pearl  ashes,  knowing 
such  brand  mark  or  impression  to  be  counterfeit,  or 
if  any  person  shall  empty  any  cask  of  pot  or  pearl 
ashes,  branded  as  aforesaid,  with  intention  to  put  in 
other  pot  or  pearl  ashes  for  sale  or  inspection,  with- 
out first  cutting  out  the  said  brand  marks  and  sub- 
mitting it  for  inspection  as  aforesaid,  every  such 
person  being  thereof  convicted  shall  for  each  of- 
fence forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars— one  half  of  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  use 
of  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the 
city. 

7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case  Deputy, 
the  said  inspector  shall  by  sickness  or  other  cause 
be  rendered  incapable  of  discharging  the  duties  of 
his  ofiice,  he  shall  employ  a  substitute  or  deputy, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  attend  to  the 
same  during  sickness  or  other  incapacity,  and  he 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  in  case  he 
was  the  acting  officer. 
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Fines— how  dis- 
posed of. 


8. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  Tliat  all 
ordinances  and  supplements  to  ordinances  relative 
to  the  inspection  of  pot  and  pearl  ashes  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  repealed  ;  provided,  that  such 
repeal  shall  not  extend  to  any  penalty  heretofore 
incurred.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  two  persons,  well 
skilled  in  the  quality  and  measure  of  lime  and  char- 
coal, be  annually  appointed  to  measure  and  inspect 
all  lime  and  charcoal  brought  to  the  City  of  Balti- 
more for  sale,  which  shall  be  measured  by  the  Win- 
chester bushel,  and  each  of  the  said  inspectors  and 
measurers,  in  the  event  of  sickness  or  other  dis- 
ability, shall,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor, 
have  power  to  appoint  a  deputy,  the  said  inspectors 
and  measurers  being  responsible  for  the  official  acts 
of  said  deputies  ;  and  said  inspectors  and  their  dep- 
uties, before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  make  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be, 
before  the  Mayor,  that  they  will  faithfully  execute 
the  duties  of  their  office  agreeably  to  the  direction 
of  this  ordinance  and  according  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  ability.

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  designate

That  if  any  penalty  for 
wagoner,  driver,  or  owner  of  any  wagon  or  other  ^'■*"**'" 
carriage  shall  make  use  of  any  device  in  the  loading 
his  wagon  or  other  carriage,  or  sufi'er  any  other 
person  to  do  so  with  a  view  of  deceiving  the  in-

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  inspector  of  tur- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  person,  well  skill- P;j;i°„"ted.^^ 
ed  in  the  quality  of  raw  turpentine,  shall  be  annually 
appointed  inspector  thereof,  who  shall  not  directly 
or  indirectly  purchase  or  sell  any  raw  turpentine 
during  the  time  he  continues  inspector,  under  the 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  Turpentine  not 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  export,  ship,  or  shipped  without 
lade  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  for  exportation  any  inspection, 
raw  turpentine,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  first 
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inspected  and  branded  with  a  public  brand  mark  in 
plain  legible  letters  of  at  least  three- quarters  of  an 
inch  in  length,  with  the  words  "  Baltimore,"  "  first," 
"  second  "  or  "  third,"  as  the  case  may  be,  on  the 
quarters  of  each  cask,  together  with  the  inspector's 
Penalty.  name,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  cask. 

Qualities.  3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 

inspector  shall  not  brand  any  cask  unless  the  same 
shall  be  tight  and  merchantable,  and  all  raw  tur- 
pentine submitted  for  inspection  shall  be  branded, 
viz:  if  dippings  "first,"  if  mixed  "second,"  if 
scraped  "  third,"  and  the  inspector  shall  receive  as

An  ordinance  for  the  inspection  of  white  oak  staves  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore. 


Inspectors  of  1. — Be  it  cnactcd  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
stares  appointed  Qity  Couucil  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  ap- 
pointed annually  five  inspectors  of  white  oak  staves 
and  heading,  three  for  that  part  of  the  city  east  of 
Jones'  Falls,  and  two  for  that  part  of  the  city  west 
of  said  falls,  and  the  inspectors  before  they  enter 
upon  the  execution  of  their  uflBce  shall  severally  give 
bond,  with  security  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Mayor, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  make 
Bond  and  oath,  oath  that  they  will  execute  this  ordinance,  without 
partialty  or  favor,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
knowledge ;  and  all  white  oak  staves  and  heading 
brought  into  the  city  for  sale  shall  be  inspected  by 
said  inspectors  in  corformity  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  Pipe  staves, 
merchantable  white  oak  pipe  stave  shall  be  fifty-six 
inches  long,  three  inches  wide  in  the  narrowest  part, 
clear  of  sap,  five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  in   the 
thinnist  part,  and  to  be  otherwise  fit  for  a  pipe  stave. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  every  Hogshead  staves 
merchantable  white  oak  hogshead  stave  shall  be 
forty-two  inches  long,  three  inches  wide  in  the  nar- 
rowest part,  clear  of  sap,  five-eights  of  an  inch  thick 
in  the  thinnest  part,  and  to  be  otherwise  fit  for  a 
hogshead  stave ;  and  every  white  oak  hogshead 
heading  shall  be  thirty  inches  long,  five  inches  wide 
in  the  narrowest  part,  clear  of  sap,  three  quarters  of 
an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest  part,  and  otherwise  fit 
for  the  head  of  a  hogshead. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  Barrel  staves, 
merchantable  white  oak  barrel  stave  shall  be  thirty- 
two  inches  long,  three  inches  wide  in  the  narrowest 
part,  clear  of  sap,  half  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest 
part,  and  be  otherwise  fit  for  a  tight  barrel ;  and 
every  piece  of  white  oak  barrel  heading  shall  be 
twenty  inches  long,  five  inches  wide  in  the  narrow- 
est part,  clear  of  sap,  half  an  inch  thick  in  the  thin- 
nest part,  and  otherwise  fit  for  the  head  of  a  tight 
barrel. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the  in- other  staves  con- 
pectors  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  be,  and  ^^'""^^• 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn 
as  cullings  all  white  oak  staves  and  heading  by  them 
inspected,  which  do  not  answer  in  ever}'  respect  to 
the  description  contained  in  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  sections  of  this  ordinance. 

6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  inspectors  not  to 
of  the  inspectors  to  be  appointed  under  this  ordi- 
nance shall  purchase  any  white  oak  staves  or  head- 
ing, excepting  such  as  they  may   require  for  their 
own  use,  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  penalty, 
dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offence. 
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Penalty  for  sei-  7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
sp"eltTon^°"' *""  person  or  persons  shall  purchase  or  cause  to  be  pur- 
chased, or  sell  or  cause  to  be  sold,  any  white  oak 
staves  or  heading  within  this  city,  without  having 
them  inspected  by  the  inspector  or  inspectors  so  ap- 
pointed, he  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  live  dollars  for  every  hundred  pieces 
so  bought  or  sold,  and  in  proportion  for  a  greater  or 
less  quantity. 

Penalty  for  8. — And  bc  it  cuactcd  and  ordained,  That  if  any 

person  or  persons  shall  mix  any  white  oak  staves  or 
heading  which  have  been  adjudged  merchantable, 
with  any  cullings  or  with  any  white  oak  staves  or 
heading  which  have  not  been  inspected,  or  offer  for 
sale  any  staves  or  heading  so  mixed,  he  or  they  so 
offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars for  every  hundred  pieces  so  mixed. 

Penalty  for  ex-  9. — And  bc  it  cuactcd  and  ordained.  That  if  any 
fnspectioT^^^^'  pcrsou  or  pcrsous  shall  export  from  the  port  of  Bal- 
timore any  staves  or  heading  not  inspected  and  ad- 
judged merchantable,  agreeably  to  this  ordinance, 
or  attempt  to  export  by  lading  the  same  on  board  of 
any  scow,  boat,  or  vessel,  he  or  they  so  offending, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every 
hundred  pieces  so  exported  or  attempted  to  be  ex- 
ported. 

Inspectors  to  10. — And  bc  it  cuactcd  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
keep  account,  ^nspcctors  shall  kccp  au  account  of  all  the  white  oak 
staves  and  heading  by  them  inspected,  and  return  a 
statement  thereof  quarterly  to  the  Register  of  the 
City,  and  the  said  inspectors  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
Fees,  ceive  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  inspecting  every 
twelve  hundred  pieces  of  merchantable  pipe  staves, 
seventy-five  cents  for  every  twelve  hundred  pieces 
of  merchantable  hogshead  staves  and  heading,  and 
fifty  cents  for  every  twelve  hundred  pieces  of  mer- 
chantable barrel  staves  and  heading,  one  half  thereof 
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to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  and  the  other  half  by 
the  seller ;  and  if  they  are  required  to  count  the  cull- 
ings  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one-half  the 
above  rates  for  the  same. 

11. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  one- Fines,  how  dis- 
half  of  the  fines  and  forfeitures  under  this  ordinance ^°^^ 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  informer  and  the  other 
half  for  the  use  of  the  city.

Au  ordiiiai]ce  relative  to  the  inspectiou  and  storage  of  fish  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Fish  inspector. 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  an- 
nually appointed  one  person  of  integrity,  skillful  in 
the  goodness,  quality  and  well  curing  of  salted  fish, 
to  be  inspector  of  salted  fish,  who  shall  have  the 
powers  and  be  entitled  to  the  fees  allowed  to  him 
by  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  and  shall  in  all  respects 
be  governed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  and  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  fish  Fish  not  to  be 
in  barrels  and  half  barrels  brought  to  the  city  be-;f°es^^''"'"° 
tween  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  Xo- 
vember  in  each  and  every  year  shall  be  landed  on 
the  fish  house  wharf,  and  after  having  been  so  landed 
and  inspected  according  to  law,  and  coopered  at 
the  proper  cost  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  city  store  house  or  houses. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  per-Quantiiyine-xch 
son  or  persons  shall   be  allowed   to  have  about  or  J^r^°"'' ^""^' 
upon  his,  her,  or  their  premises,  or  in  any  one  ware- 
house or  tenement  at  any  one  time,  between  the 
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first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  November,  a 
greater  quantity  of  fish  than  one  hundred  barrels 
and  sixty  half  barrels,  and  all  fish  kept  in  the  city 
shall  be  placed  under  a  roof  within  six  hours  after 
landing,  and  kept  under  cover,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  barrel  for  each  and  every  day 
the  same  may  remain  on  the  streets  or  wharves.

said place,  Sundays  excepted,  either  in  person  or  by 
deputy,  between  tlie  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  delivering  all  such 
fish  as  may  be  landed  there.  And  it  shall  more- 
over be  his  duty  to  examine  as  often  as  once  in  two 
weeks,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  all  such  fish  as  is  lia- 
ble to  injury  from  loss  of  pickle,  and  to  inform  the 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  without  delay,  of  such 
as  may  require  re-pickling  or  re-coopering,  and  for 
each  and  every  barrel  and  half  barrel  that  may  be 
received  and  delivered  at  the  aforesaid  place  of  de- 
posit, the  said  keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive 
one  cent  and  a  half  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  thereof 
on  delivery.

aforesaid  keeper  shall  be  required  to  give  bond,  with 
securities  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Presi- 
dents of  both  Branches  of  the  City  Council,  with  a 
condition  in  the  usual  form,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
keeper  to  pay  over  to  the  Register  of  the  City,  on 
oath,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  and  every  month, 
all  money  that  he  may  have  received  during  the 
preceding  month  for  storage  and  scow  hire. 
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6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the  Expenses, 
owner  or  owners  of  all  fish  received  into  the  city

after mentioned  bought  and  sold  within  the  City  of 
Baltimore  shall  be  bought  and  sold  by  weight  and 
measure,  under  the  following  regulations,  to  wit;

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  weightof bread 
Cit}'  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  not  be  law-*^^^"  ^"^^  " 
fill  for  any  baker  or  other  person  to  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  within  the  City  of  Baltimore  any  loaf  of  bread, 
(rolls  not  exceeding  four  ounces  in  weight,  rusks, 
cakes  and  biscuits  excepted,)  except  loaves  of  wheat 
flour  weighing  when  cold  not  less  than  one  pound 
twelve  ounces,  and  loaves  of  wheat  and  Indian  flour 
or  rye  and  Indian  flour  weighing  when  cold  not  less 
than  two  pounds. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  if  any  Penalty  for  seu- 
person  shall  sell  or  off'er  for  sale  in  the  city  any  bread  '""^  ^'^''^'''■ 
of  any  description  not  mentioned  and  permitted  in 
this  ordinance,  or  shall  sell  or  ofl^er  to  sell  any  loaf 
of  bread  which  shall  weigh  less  when  cold  than  it  is 
sold  or  intended  to  be  sold  for,  every  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty -five  cents  for  each  loaf;

Limits  of  Can-  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
tre market.  q-^^  Couucil  of  Baltimore,  That  the  limits  of  the 
Centre  market  shall  be  as  follows:  Beginnino-  with 
the  kerbstones  on  the  south  side  of  Baltimore  street, 
and  running  southerly  the  whole  width  of  Market 
space  to  Pratt  street,  and  from  the  east  line  of  the 
space  east  with  the  Fish  market  space,  and  the  width 
thereof  to  Jones'  Falls;  also  from  the  west  line  of 
the  first  named  space,  west  on  Second  street  within 
the  kerbstones  to  Frederick  street,  and  north  from 
Baltimore  street  on  Harrison  street,  and  within  the 
kerbstones  to  the  bend  in  said  street ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  interfere  with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  oc-

Or  merchan- 
dise of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the 
United  States,  without  having  previously  obtained 
from  the  Register  of  the  City,  who  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  grant  the  same,  a  license  for  each  and  every 
market  in  which  such  person  or  persons  may  design 
to  sell  or  ofier  for  sale,  (except  to  dealers  in  salted 
and  cured  meat,  to  whom  a  license  shall  be  granted 
for  the  use  of  all  the  markets  for  the  sum  of  seven- 
ty ^ve  dollars,)  which  license  shall  not  authorize  such 
person  or  persons  to  sell  except  on  market  days, 
and  for  each  license  the  person  or  persons  obtaining 
the  same  shall  pay  annually  as  follows,  viz :  for  a  Rates, 
license  to  sell  sheet  iron  or  tin  wares,  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars ;  cedar  ware,  fifteen  dollars ;  boots  and 
shoes,  ten  dollars  ;  cheese  or  any  cut  or  broken  pieces 
thereof,  ten  dollars ;  manufactures  of  cotton  or  wool- 
en, twenty-five  dollars;  combs  of  horn,  ivory  or 
tortoise  shell,  ten  dollars ;  cotton  or  woolen  yarn, 
threads  ,  tape  and  like  articles  of  dry  goods,  twenty- 
five  dollars :  books  and  stationery,  ten  dollars ;  iron- 
mongery and  cutlery,  twenty-five  dollars ;  essences, 
perfumery  and  confectionery,  twenty-five  dollars; 
jewelry,  fifty  dollars ;  and  such  licenses  shall  expire 
on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  annually,  and  each 
and  every  person  ofiending  against  the  provisions  of  Penalty, 
this  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence ;  provided,  how-  Proviso. 
ever,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to

If  in  the  Hanover  market,  such  stand  as  said  clerk 
may  think  proper,  other  than  those  within  the  mar- 
ket fronting  on  Hanover  street,  or  within  the  limits 
on  Hanover  street,  as  before  described.  If  at  the 
Lexington  market,  west  of  the  west  side  of  Paca 
street,  and  if  at  any  other  market,  in  such  part  there-

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  casks, 
casks  containing  ground  plaster  of  Paris  shall  be 
well  secured  with  ten  good  hoops,  well  nailed  and 
lined,  branded  on  the  head  with  the  initials  of  the 
christian  and  surname  of  the  manufacturer  at  length, 
with  letters  of  at  least  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in 
length,  and  that  the  tare  and  weight  contained  in 
each  cask  shall  be  plainly  marked  in  figures  on  the 
head  thereof,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  per  Penalty. 
barrel. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  penalty  for 
manufacturer  of  ground  plaster  of  Paris  shall  mix,  ^^^^'^^• 
or  cause  to  be  mixed,  any  filth  or  dirt  in  any  cask 
of  plaster  of  Paris  branded  with  his  name,  he  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding- 
two  dollars  per  barrel  for  each  and  every  cask  so 
mixed. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  all  fines  Fines-how  dis- 
and  penalties  incurred  under  this  ordinance  shall  p^^^**  °^- 
be  applied  one-half  to  the  informer  and  the  other 
half  to  the  use  of  the  city.

Brokers  to  have      1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
license.  Q||.y  QQ^ncil  of  Baltimore,  That  all  lottery, exchange, 

money,  insurance,  stock,  ship,  and  pawn  brokers, 
and  all  other  persons  carrying  on  and  practicing  the 
trade,  employment,  or  profession  of  a  broker  within 
the  city,  shall  obtain  from  the  Mayor  a  license  of 
admission  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation.

6. —  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  Remedy  of  pet 
person  whatsoever  shall  sustain  any  injury  or  dam- ^°^^  ^"^^^^^^ 
age  from  any  act  or  default  of  a  broker,  contrary  to 
the  tenor  of  his  obligation  given  as  aforesaid,  then 
and  in  such  case  such  person  or  persons  may  insti- 
tute an  action  in  Baltimore  County  Court  for  his, 
her,  or  their  use  and  benefit,  in  the  name  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  upon  the  ob- 
ligation given  as  aforesaid  by  such  broker,  and  in 
such  action  he,  she,  or  they  shall  recover  judgment 
for  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  him,  her, 
or  them,  and  in  all  such  actions  the  same  principles 
of  law,  the  same  proceedings  and  the  same  pleadings 
shall  prevail  as  do  obtain  in  actions  prosecuted  by 
individuals  upon  bonds  given  by  public  officers  to 
the  State  of  Maryland  with  collateral  conditions.

persons  so  infected,  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
such  case  or  cases  shall  come  to  his  knowledge,  and 
upon  such  information  being  given  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Consulting  Phy- 
sician, with  the  aid  of  the  Board  aforesaid,  to  vacci- 
nate, or  cause  to  be  vaccinated  as  soon  as  possible, 
every  person  requiring  this  preventive  in  the  neigh- 
borhood where  such  case  or  cases  of  small  pox  may 
occur,  in  addition  to  the  other  means  prescribed  for 
the  prevention  of  this  contagion  in  the  city  ordi- 
nances.

10. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Health  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, authorized,  when  in  their  discretion  the  public 
safety  shall  require  it,  to  order  all  or  any  vessels  ar- 
riving at  the  port  of  Baltimore  from  any  foreign  port 
or  coastwise,  to  be  brought  to  at  the  quarantine 
ground,  thereto  remain  until  boarded  by  the  Health 
Officer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  carefully  to  examine 
into  the  health  of  the  crew  and  passengers,  and  the 
condition  of  the  cargo,  and  if  it  shall  be  of  opinion 
that  the  health  of  the  city  will  not  be  endangered 
by  permitting  her  to  come  up  and  discharge  her 
cargo  in  any  part  of  the  cit}^,  he  shall  grant  a  per- 
mit to  that  effect;  but  if  he  shall  believe  it  unsafe 
so  to  do,  he  shall  order  the  said  vessel  to  the  Laza- 
retto wharf,  there  to  be  discharged  and  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  ventilated,  and  all  vessels,  after  their 
cargoes  are  discharged,  shall  be  forthwith,  if  the 
Commissioners  deem  it  necessary,  removed  to  the 
stream  and  thoroughly  cleansed  and  ventilated  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Health ; 
and  every  person  or  persons  violating  this  section, 
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Shall  be  subject,  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  twenty  dollars  for  every  hour  thereafter  he  or 
they  may  neglect  to  comply  herewith. 

11. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  Foj^^jg^"^  ^^s^s^^s 
vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports  or  coastwise,  be-  Love  Point. 
tween  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  and  the  first  day 
of  November,  in  each  and  every  year,  shall  heave  to 
or  anchor  as  near  Love  Point  as  may  be  safe,  or  such 
other  place  not  more  distant  from  the  city,  as  the 
Mayor  may  direct,  and  shall  there  remain  until 
boarded  by  the  Health  OflBcer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  visit  the  same  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
and  he  shall  detain  or  grant  a  permit  to  all  such  ves- 
sels, their  officers,  passengers  and  crew,  under  the 
provisions  and  regulations  of  this  supplementary 
ordinance.

firewood.  Qj^^  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  upon  all  vessels 
loaded  with  fire  wood  lying  at  any  of  the  public 
wharves  ol  the  city  of  Baltimore,  instead  of  the  rates 
of  tonnage  fixed  by  the  17th  section  of  the  ordi- 
nance to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  there  shall  be 
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received  the  following  amount,  viz:  six  and  one- 
quarter  cents  for  every  cord  which  such  vessel  may 
►have  on  board  ;  provided,  this  supplement  shall  relate 
to  such  vessels  only  whose  loads  or  cargoes  shall 
consist  entirely  of  fire  wood.

Whereas  by  an  ordinance  passed  March  21st,  1 814,  city  Hospital. 
it  was  enacted  that  Colin  Mackenzie  and  James 
Smyth  should  have  a  lease  of  the  Hospital  and 
premises  for  ten  years  in  addition  to  the  term  of 
years  for  which  they  then  held  the  same,  upon  cer- 
tain conditions,  which  conditions  have  been  fully 
complied  with  as  it  regards  the  terms  of  that  lease : 
and  whereas,  the  Legislature,  at  the  last  session,  en- 
acted that  upon  the  conveyance  of  the  title  and 
delivery  of  the  possession  of  said  Hospital  to  the 
President  and  Visitors  of  the  Maryland  Hospital, 
the  Governor  and  Council  were  authorized  to  guar- 
antee to  the  city  the  sums  of  money  expended  by 
the  Corporation  upon  said  Hospital ;  and  whereas  it 
is  advisable  to  accede  to  the  proposition  of  the  State, 
after  redeeming  the  faith  of  the  city  pledged  to  Colin 
Mackenzie  and  James  Smyth,  or  the  survivor  of 
them ;  therefore, 
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1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  'That  the  Mayor  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  execute 
to  Colin  Mackenzie,  a  lease  of  the  hospital  and 
grounds  thereunto  belonging,  for  ten  years  from  the 
expiration  of  the  first  lease,  upon  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  that  existed  in  the  original  lease; 
provided,  that  said  lease  shall  not  be  in  any  way 
construed  as  affecting  any  arrangements  entered 
into  between  the  aforesaid  lessees  and  the  State  of 
Maryland,  when  they  received  from  the  State  the 
last  donation  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  be  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  exe- 
cute a  conveyance  of  all  the  right,  title,  interest  in, 
and  claim  of  the  city  to  the  hospital  and  the  lot 
upon  which  the  same  is  erected,  upon  the  Governor 
and  Council  guaranteeing  to  the  corporation  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  have  been  expended 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  city,  in  the  purchase  of  the 
ground  and  erection  of  the  hospital  and  other  build- 
ings thereon.

under  the  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence  committed  in  violation  of  this  supplement.

and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  regulate  the  distance 
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between  such  carts  and  the  manner  in  which  they 
shall  stand  either  by  general  rules  or  rules  applying 
to  particular  streets  in  his  direction  ;  provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  au- 
thorize the  placing  of  two  lines  or  carts  in  one  street. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
person  violating  any  rule  made  by  the  Mayor  in  vir- 
tue of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  two  dollars,  to  be  appropriated  one-half  to  the 
use  of  the  city  and  the  other  half  to  the  informers. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  so  much 
of  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  said  ordinance,  as  au- 
thorizes the  Mayor  to  designate  stands  for  carts  in 
any  other  streets  than  those  hereinafter  mentioned, 
shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  ;  and  that 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  designate 
stands  for  carts  in  any  street  except  at  the  south  end 
of  Market  street,  Fell's  Point,  and  in  Camden,  Con- 
way, Barre  and  Lee  streets,  east  of  Charles  street, 
and  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Centre  Market  space.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  relative  to  the  inspection  and 
storage  of  fish  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Fish.  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  person  or  per- 
sons shall  be  allowed  to  have  about  or  upon  his,  her 
•  or  their  premises,  or  in  any  warehouse  or  tenement, 
at  any  one  time  between  the  first  day  of  June  and 
the  first  day  of  November,  a  greater  quantity  offish 
than  one  hundred  barrels  and  sixty  half  barrels; 
and  all  fish  kept  in  the  city  shall  be  placed  under  a 
roof  within  six  hours  after  landing,  and  kept  under 
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cover,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  cents  per  bar- 
rel, for  each  and  every  day  the  same  may  remain  on 
the  streets  or  wharves  of  the  city,  one-half  to  the  in- 
former and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  city. 

2. —  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  request- 
ed to  rent  for  one  or  more  years,  the  two  fish  houses 
belonging  to  the  city. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  of  the  Mayor  not  being  able  to  rent,  or  that 
in  his  judgment  he  should  deem  it  inexpedient  to 
rent  said  fish  houses,  that  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  some 
suitable  and  proper  person  to  take  charge  of  the  fish 
houses,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  daily  (Sun- 
days excepted),  at  the  aforesaid  place,  between  the 
rising  and  setting  of  the  sun,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving and  delivering  all  such  fish  as  may  be  landed 
on  the  fish  house  wharf;  and  said  keeper  shall  receive 
for  his  compensation  three  cents  storage  per  month 
or  for  a  less  time,  on  every  barrel  or  half  barrel  of  fish 
received  and  delivered  by  him,  to  be  paid  to  said 
person  so  appointed  on  the  delivery  of  the  same ; 
and  it  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  said  person  so 
appointed  to  keep  a  book  or  books  in  which  he  shall 
regularly  enter  all  fish  received  into  said  fish  house, 
stating  whose  it  is,  when  received  and  when  delivered, 
and  to  whom  delivered. 

4. — And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained.  That 
the  ordinance  relative  to  the  inspection  and  storage 
of  fish  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  passed  11th  April, 
1826,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

After  a  long  course  of  years  continually  and  en- 
ergetically devoted  to  their  country's  good,  the  illus- 
trious, the  lamented,  the  venerable  Jefferson  and 
Adams  have  descended  to  the  tomb.  Their  early 
lives  were  occupied  in  the  emancipation  of  this  great 
country  from  foreign  thraldom,  their  later  days  were 
devoted  to  the  preservation  of  the  liberty  which  they 
had  achieved,  their  last  hours  were  consecrated  to 
thanksgiving  for  the  past  and  prayer  for  the  future 
glories  that  have  awaited  and  await  this  mighty 
people.  On  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1826,  on  the 
first  of  our  national  jubilees,  amid  the  hosannas  of 
millions  of  freemen,  these  sublime  and  kindred  spirits 
burst  the  bonds  of  mortality,  and  ascended  together 
to  the  mansions  of  eternal  rest.  The  demise  of 
such  men,  under  such  glorious  circumstances,  excites 
feelings  of  awful  wonder  in  the  patriot  bosom,  and 
demands  at  our  hands  the  utmost  of  our  exertions 
in  the  commemoration  of  so  glorious  though  lament- 
able an  event — "glorious  to  them,  lamentable  to  us." 
Therefore,

Resolved,  that  the  owners  or  captains  of  vessels 
in  the  harbor,  and  proprietors  of  public  buildings 
be  requested  to  have  their  colors  hoisted  half  mast, 
from  sunrise  to  sunset  on  the  same  day. 

Resolved,  that  our  fellow  citizens  of  Baltimore 
City  and  County,  and  other  parts  of  the  State,  the 
Cincinnati,  the  Rev.  Clergy  of  the  City,  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council,  Senators  and  members  of  the 
Legislature,  the  military,  Judges  and  oflScers  of  the 
several  courts,  members  of  the  Bar,  the  ('ollector 
and  officers  of  the  customs  for  the  Port  of  Baltimore, 
officers  of  the  army  and  navy.  Trustees  and  Faculty 
of  the  University,  and  foreign  Cousuls  be  invited 
to  meet  at  such  place  as  the  committee  of  arrange- 
ment may  appoint,  at  seven  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  Thursday  next,  and  proceed  in  funeral  procession 
to  the  place  which  may  be  designated  by  said  com- 
mittee.
